OPERATORS REJECT ALL DEMANDS 


Hold That Wages Have Gone Up from Sixty-Six to One 


Hundred Per Cent, and Should Now Come 


Down with Prices.

Indianapolis. Ind., Jan. 30.—The line 


of battle between the coal operators 
and miners at Indiana, Illinois. Ohio 
and western Pennsylvania has "beer, 
marked out in Joint "conference here 
So radical are the dlfterences between 
employer and employe that It is feared 
the effecting of a compromise agree 
went will lie unusually 'Jifflcult. 


The chief demands of Ilia miners, as 


formulated in- the convention of Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America, fire a 
flat differential of 7 cents difference 
between plcl< and machine mining. 
and an absolute run of mine basis for 
the entire competitive field. 


Far Apart en Scale. 


These demands are not only reject- 


ed by the operators, but the iatter also 
Insist that a cut of 15 pe- cent In the 
present scale of wages-must be made. 


"-We are In' earnest, and terribly In 


earnest about this." said President 
Mitchell in championing these two de- 
mands of the miners in joint confer- 
ence this afternoon. 


"Outside of tbo phlo and Pittsburg 


district coal Is now' mined on the fair 
run of 3)lno,l'asl3, and iVe have hon- 
est methods of weighing and paying 
for the product of a miner's labor. \Ve 
propose to insist on these things It: 
all parts cf :he central competitive 
field." 


Operator'* Claims. 


In behalf of the operators.' L. H. 


Bobbins of Pittsburg asserted that 
during :fce Jast^vcn years' tho wages 
of lea •.Wlnc'ri'llnrc been; Increased G6 
per cent. Wages In all other Sines of 
Industry are. being reduced now. he 
raid, and the-present character 
of 


business necessitated similar action In 
the relaicK fields. 


. W. -S". Bogle of tho Indiana delega- 
tion reinforced tho argument of Mr. 
Robb!ns _ by 
tho' statement 
that 


wages Iii the last seven years, In.fact, 
Save been Increased over 100 per 
cent because of the improvement.of 
mining facilities by tho operators and 
the' necessity of hiring others to do 
work formerly done by the miners. 
As an additional reason for reducing 
•wages he cited the reported overpro- 
duction of coal. 


Blames Stock inflation. 


Vice President Lewis retaliated for 


the miners by pointing to the Infla- 
tion of .stocks as the cause of depre- 
ciated values, asserting that the.op- 
erators desired to recoup these losses 
at the expense of their employes. No 
reduction In wages could be accepted, 
he added,, until a commensurate re- 
duction in the cost of living was as- 
cured. 


Tho propositions of both the oper- 


ators and the miners were then for- 
mally voted down and the Joint con- 
ference adjourned after referring the 
Issues to the joint scale committee. 


• 
Speaks for Differential. 


'Secretary Wilson spoke in defense 


of the 7-cent differential, saying that 
the present scale gave to the operat- 
ors almost 1,000 -per cent on their In- 
vestment In -machines. 


Besides tho demands quoted tho 


miners ask that .the .pick price per 
:on In the Pittsburg district. Hocking 
Valley In Ohio,. In Indiana, and in 
the Grapo creek district of Illinois 
thai! remain the .equivalent' of the 
present scale; that all Internal dif- 
ferences be referred to the .districts 
affected for adjustment, 
and 
that 


there be u uniform scale for outside 
cay labor In the competitive field.

murderer; He expressed neither re- 
gret-nor sorrow, and yet seemed'able

ple who are accidentally brought face 
to face -with' sudden death; but It Is 
not so easy to believe that Providence 
offers consolation to tho unrcponlt- 
ent. criminal.

sudden and so noiselessly their ap-

THE HATTL15 WITH HOARDERS. 


John Taylor Wood of President Davis' 
HtntT. The boats, .with their crews of 
picked men from the warships at Wil- 
mington, nichmond nnd Charleston, 
had dropped down the Neuse by night 
from Kingston nnd lay by all day Feb. 
1 In the shrubs and tall grass of n little 
Island above Newborn. The men were 
called to quarters nt midnight nnd the 
nature of the work before them for the 
first time explained. A Confederate 
land force. under General George E. 
Plckett of Gettysburg fame was to 
make n land attack on the Federal 
•works around Newbern to draw the 
attention of the forts nnd ships Inland. 
Under cover of tills diversion Colonel 
Wood's band would attack a punlioat 
In the river and if successful in cap- 
turing It turn the guns on other.hostile 
ships nnd also on tho forts close at 
linnd.

Distant firing l>nclc of Newbern had 


been heard during the evening. Toward 
midnight It became louder, and Wood 
knew that rickott'B line was at work. 
lie launched Ids boats nnd pulled rap- 
idly down stream until warned by the 
tolling of an unseen bell that he was 
near the enemy. Four steamer bells, 
sounded. Guided by the bells, the Con- 
federates pulled toward the unknown 
steamer, pistol*,-cutlasses and muskets 
In hand. Suddenly tho hull of the, Un- 
derwriter loomed out of the darkness. 
Then c'amc. live hells for half past 2 
o'clock,-the hall nnd answering shot 
from n boat howitzer. 


In the excitement of the moment, the
